Following a trend already in 
evidence at City Hall, the Placentia 
City Council Tuesday night voted 
unanimously to contract out half of 
the city’s street sweeping services 
for six months.

With a 1,100 per cent increase in 
the cost of its catastrophe insurance, 
the city of Placentia last week 
approved a policy that would ensure 
the greatest coverage of large claims 
under errors and omissions. 

The city council choosing between 
two bids received, selected a policy 
with Akasaka, Ortiz and Ciocatto of 
Cerritos. The policy will cover the 
city up to $3,000,000 for professional 
errors of council or staff. 

The city’s insurance has been 
placed for the past seven years with 
Tom Shipkey, a local broker. 
However, council preferred Akasa-

Staff had estimated the city’s 
insurance cost for for fiscal year at 
$60,000 which proved to be short of 
the $84,869 finally agreed upon. The 
addition in the Bicentennial budget 
raises that total amount to $4,300. 

Left in the budget was a request 
for police cars which may be needed 
to complete the year. It was 
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explained by staff that the city has 
attempted to use police vehicles for 
two years but it may be necessary to 
revise that estimate downward to 
18 months or a year.

Insurance On 
Bradford 
Home 


A 220-vote mandate from the 
people not to spend tax revenues to 
preserve and maintain the Bradford 
House, was not alluded to last week 
when city council members 
authorized a tax paid $3,000 fire 
insurance policy to cover the vintage 
home.

time) and an agency shop in which 
all teachers must join PUEA or pay a 
service fee to the association or to a 
charitable organization. 

‘‘This Agreement is intended as a 
complete response to the require- 
ments of the Education Code and 
Government Code and, as such, 
shall constitute the point of 
departure for negotiations with the 
Placentia Unified Education Associ-

PUSD Trustees OK 
$25 Million Budget 


A tentative budget of almost $25 
million, ($24,946,221) also adopted 
as the publication budget, has been 
approved by trustees of the 
Placentia Unified School District. 

A public hearing on _ the 
comprehensive document is sched- 
uled for August 2. 

Expenditures in the budget 
include $19,367,536 for salaries and 
fringe benefits, reflecting also the 
annual step and column increases 
awarded teachers for years of 
service and additional education 
accrued. 

Dr. John Mullender, assistant 
superintendent of administrative 
services for the school district noted 
that approximately 4.3 per cent has 
been built into the budget for step 
increases as well as the 1.5 per cent 
required for column changes for 
teachers and a 1.2 per cent needed 
this year to cover the increased cost 
of Blue Cross coverage. 


‘All together these increases are 
7 per cent for teachers generally and 
5.8 per cent for other personnel,’’ he 
outlined. 

The cost, however, he explained, 
will be offset somewhat when the 
on-time 1.77 per cent increase given 
to personnel in last year’s 
negotiations, is deducted from the 
current salary schedule, making the 
net increase in wages and benefits, 
if negotiated, 5.23 per cent and 4.03 
per cent. 

‘‘The overall prospects for fiscal 
1976-77 are not as grim as for some 
districts’’ Dr. Mullender added, ‘‘if 


we get added funding from the state . 


for general educational costs.”’ 
Mullender recommended to 
trustees that the balance reserves be 
increased by at least $100,000 from 
added income, reduced appropria- 
tions or a combination.

*“We saw so much...they packed 
so much into every day,’’ Mrs. 
Marian Headman, a teacher in the 
Placentia Unified School District 
whose Morse School class first 
became involved, reports. ‘‘We’d 
think at the end of the day...‘they 
can’t top this,’ and the next day they 
would.”’ 

Many of those who made the 
special trip expressed the highlight 
of all the exciting events, as the 
private audience with Pope Paul. 

A private audience is not exactly 
that, but a very special arrangement 
not accorded to all visitors of Italy. 
The American visitors and their 
hosts had passes for a_ special 
meeting involving about a thousand 
persons. 

The Pope is carried into this 
congregation, sits on a stage and 
talks to the people assembled, they 
explained. He knows who is there 
and everyone is introduced. The 
Placentia visitors were singled out 
for special recognition.

“‘He spoke to us in several 
languages,’ her daughter Angela 
Agrusa remembered, ‘‘German, 
Italian, English, French and 
Spanish.

The Americans had been seated in 
the front row. ‘‘He said how 
wonderful he thought it was that the 
children had united a bond of 
friendship between the two 
countries,’’ Angela reminisced. 
‘‘He emphasized our group the 
most.’’ 

Students Steve Reiter and Mark 
Agrusa also found the Papal 
audience the most impressive event 
of the two-week sojourn. 

But rivalling in importance was 
the beauty of Italy, the impressive 
works of art, the antiquity, the group 
recalled this week. 

Although the political scene was 
electric while the Placentians were 
visitng the boot-shaped country, the 
American travelers knew little of 
what was going on. 

‘‘We couldn’t read the news-

but we got rather vague answers.”’ 
There was realiy little time for 
politics on the itinerary arranged for 
the visitors.

Callahans’ daughter, Eileen, are 
touring the continent. This special 
group joined the other Placentians at 
the American Embassy in Rome at 
the Vatican and later in Piacenza. 

Lyons was mayor of Placentia 
when the Italian youngsters visited 
here and a son is one of the original 
class members who started the pen 
pal efforts. 

Placentians back home, recalling 
their unique, whirlwind tour were 
chatting about and revisualizing the 
wonders of the many impressive 
cathedrals they visited, the castles, 
the elegant cuisine and special 
dinners, including banquets. Also a 
concert arranged for and presented 
on their behalf with opera stars 
imported from Rome. The coliseum 
(‘it was big and_ beautiful’); 
beautifully exquisite statues (‘‘they 
were everywhere, even in the rest 
rooms’’); the hazards. of Roman 


traffic (‘‘it’s everything you’ve 
heard and worse. Absolutely 
frightening.’’). 


Also: ‘‘Florence was beautiful...a 
beautiful city. We saw another 
castle. We loved Venice. We saw 
them making glass,’’ Jennifer 
Harris recalled. ‘‘The boat trip 
through the canals and into the 
Adriatic Sea..fabulous.’’ Everyone 
loved Milano. 


No one, however learned to drink 
the mineral water, usually served 
with meals, but everyone relaxed 
when they received plain water with 
ice in it. Coca Cola was always 
available but coffee was served very 
late in the meal and usually drunk 
with a lot of cream and sugar, the 
Americans discovered. 

The youngsters were impressed 
with nine course meals which would 
linger for two hours. ‘‘And they 
learned not to fill up on the first 
course... that there was more food 
coming,’’ the adults recalled. 

Everyone wants to make a return 
visit, but at a more liesurely pace 
than the two-week limit would allow.

period. 

The new arrangement, starting 
September 1, will award a contract 
to AAA Sweeping, Inc. of Rosemead 
for six months of a $17,892 annual 
fee to sweep half of the city. The rest 
will be maintained by the city’s 
better street sweeper and one 
operator. 

Having a crew on hand apparently 
will give response for emergencies if 
needed, including flooding and 
accidents, it was pointed out. 

Estimating the street sweeper 
operator’s salary to be about 10.8 
per cent higher than a beginning 
park maintenance man, Frank 
Dunnavant, Director of Finance for 
the city, recommended that he be 
kept on the payroll. Dick Samp, 
Director of the Recreation and 
Maintenance Services Department 
said that an additional park 
employee will be required in 
September when Wagner Park, now 
under development, is expected to 
need servicing. 

“I don’t care what anybody 
says...the minute you don’t control 
your own people, you’re going to 

or something,’’ Councilman Jack 


Gomez stated. ‘‘I would rather buy 
the machine and keep the services. 
It may cost you $52,000 more right 
now, but let’s look at the complete 
picture of the service that our people 
are always asking for.’’ 

Councilwoman Virginia Farmer 
added: ‘‘I believe the level of service 
will be reduced and the savings isn’t 
that great.’’ 


Councilman Donald Holt challen- 
ged that $10,000 savings was 
“‘significant.’’ 

‘‘I see more and more of the city 
going out to private industry, more 
and more going to _ outside 
contractors to do the work rather 
than retaining our own,’’ Holt 
added. The city now contracts for 
fire and paramedic services from 
Orange County and for building 
maintenance from private firms. 

At Mrs. Farmer’s suggestion, the 
contract was curtailed from a year to 
six months and the council vote was 
unanimous for approval. 

The outside contractor will sweep 
approximately 74 miles of streets in 
Placentia each week. The company 
also services the cities of Commerce, 
Lomita, Irvine and Chino.

the excellent interface that we have 
mutually enjoyed in the develop- 
ment educational philosophy and 
curriculum with the basis that now 
exists in board policies and 
procedures.’’

Management’s proposal sets the 
work day for teachers at eight hours, 
excluding lunch, and continues 
current district policiesyon leaves.

that two valuable antique mirrors 
over the home’s fireplaces, had been 
removed and taken from the 
premises. One marble fireplace also 
had been reported loosened from the 
wall. Park estimated the damage at 
possibly $2,000. 

Police reportedly had no informa- 
tion as to possible suspects in the 
case. Shipkey said that the house is 
not now and has never been covered 
for vandalism. And that there is no 
affordable insurance against theft or 
burglary. 

The local insurance broker 
estimated that it would cost between 
$240,000 to $300,000 to replace the 
6,000 square foot Bradford House in 
today’s market. ‘‘This house is 
considered by insurance companies 
as basically uninsurable. It’s a 
gamble,’’ Shipkey explained. 

The basic problem is that the 
house is unoccupied, Shipkey 
outlined and added that electrical 
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conditions and the rest of the house 
must be in good shape. 

“Because of the controversy on 
the house already, they (the 
insurance carrier) would probably 
want to be assured that there would 
be people in there every day as 
opposed to once a week.”’ 

“What relationship does a 
possible political controversy have 
on the insurability of the building?”’ 
Mayor George De Jesus asked. 

“The insurance company is aware 
that it is vacant and they consider it 
uninsurable so they would scrutinize 
it very closely. There is a moral 
hazard to it. If it were to burn down, 
some people might consider it 
welcome,’’ Shipkey explained. 

With the fate of the house 
scheduled to come before city 
council Tuesday night, there was 
conjecture that a blue ribbon citizens 
committee might be named to 
explore the possibility of maintain- 
ing the home and finding a use for it 
without spending local taxpayer 
funds.

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Agricultural Tour 


By Kay Starr 


The timing was perfect, a 
rainstorm to wash the trees 
and plants prior to the First 
Annual Legislative Tour 
and Barbeque on June 12. 
Sponsored by the Orange 
County Farm Bureau, open 
to all legislators of the 
county and members of the 
press and broadcast media 
of the county. 

Special guests included 
Fred Herringer, president 
of the California Farm 
Bureau Federation and staff 
from his Berkeley office; 
William Fitchen, Agricul- 
ture Commission of Orange 
County; and Mrs. Dorothy 
Wenck, Director of Cooper- 
ative Extension of Orange 
County. 

Board members of the 
Orange County Farm Bu- 
reau acted as guides on the 
bus tour and their wives 
were hostesses _ passing 
around trays of strawberr- 
ies, celery, carrot sticks for 
our enjoyment, plus donat- 
ed baked goods. 

Two bus loads left the 
Irvine Ranch headquarters 
at 9:30 a.m. traveling east 
on Irvine Blvd. to Jeffry Rd. 
where we turned north past 
Hines Wholesale and El 
Modena nurseries’ and 
wound our way into the hills 
of the Irvine Ranch where 
few people are able to go 
past the locked gates. 

Experimentation with 
grasses was visible in the 
culverts, a method to retain 
water to bring up the water 
table instead of letting it run 
off out to the ocean. Cattle 
grazed the slopes. 

Our guide, Cecil Marks, a 
member of the Historical 
Society of Orange County, 
said the Irvine Ranch 
encompasses 110,000 acres 
and was founded 110 years 
ago, primarily as a sheep 
ranch. Irvine Lake was 
clearly visible, as was 
Peter's Canyon Lake. These 
are part of the seven lakes 
on the ranch. 

Swinging down Santiago 
Road we came past 
Saddleback Park, a motor- 
cycle park, alive with riders, 


then turned onto Chapman 
Ave. to wind around Orange 
Park Acres. This area is 
developing into a haven for 
horses, with a riding trail 
around the development. 

We passed one egg ranch 
struggling to maintain its 
identity amid the housing, 
and another egg ranch at 
the end of Taft Ave. that is 
being swallowed up by a 
sub-division. 

It was interesting to note 
the plantings of Monterey 
pines alongside orange 
trees, the new replacing the 
old. On Villa Park Road we 
passed the site of the old 
Handy Ranch, then past the 
Villa Park Packing House 
still in use. ‘They sell the 
best candy there, it’s made 
from citrus. 

Olive was _ originally 
called Santa Ana, hence the 
remains of the first school in 
Santa Ana 200 years old, 
also the area beginning the 
Yorba property. We crossed 
the Santa Ana River on 
Lakeview Avenue, looking 
down to see the percolating 
basin for water. 

Strawberries, field after 
field of them along La 
Palma and Orangethorpe 
Avenues. The site of the 
Yorba Cemetery was point- 
ed out. Pickers were busy 
collecting the delectable 
fruit which can claim the #2 
spot for cash crops in 
Orange County, bringing 
into the county over 22 
million dollars on 1600 
acres. 

The strawberry grower 
must have a return of 
$12,000 per acre before he 
begins to make a profit. It is 
one of the most intensive 
types of farming in Orange 
County. Two kinds of 
berries provide the crop; 
the round berry (which we 
munched on the bus) called 
the Tioga, and the Park, a 
flat, elongated berry. 

Altho the = strawberry 
plant is a perennial, it is 
treated as an annual. In 
order for the maximum 
yield per acre, the plant is 
replaced twice a_ year, 
August and November. 
New plants are grown in 


northern California and 
shipped after the ground 
has been prepared with 
cleaning and fresh furrows. 

As we traveled north on 
Rose Drive, I pointed out 
the sites of my previous 
Christmas tree farms, the 
increase in green house 
operations and the orange 
grove to the north. Jack 
Christensen, co-owner of 
the orange grove, said that 
it utilized the land owned by 
the oil company. 

Later, Don Pavlis, owner 
of ‘‘His Gardens’”’ in Yorba 
Linda, explained abcut his 
industry. The nurseryman 
finds acceptance in com- 
munities such as Yorba 
Linda which is a bedroom 
community, shunning 
other types of industry. 

Green houses are clean, 
quiet, offer jobs to local 
housewives and students, 
and provide some income 
for the city in which they 


operate. Five exist in Yorba 
Linda with two more 
planned. 


Brea used to be the center 
of sheep raising by the 
Basque people. As we rode 
along Central Ave. we saw 
the growing fields for Select 
Nurseries container stock. 
Bastanchury Ranch covered 
a large area of Fullerton. 

Mrs. Marks commented 
that there used to be many 
grapes grown in the area 
until a blight killed all the 
vines. Sunny Hills High 
School's Ag Farm is located 
along Bastanchury Rd. in 
land that otherwise would 
be vacant. A tomato juice 
stop at, where else, 
Hunt-Wesson Foods in 
Fullerton. 

Our hostess, Mrs. Ber- 
nice Hird, consumer rela- 
tions director, guided us to 
a beautiful park area where 
we sipped chilled tomato 
juice while we listened to 
Mac Burt. farm division of 
Hunt-Wesson, tell us about 
the Fullerton complex. 

We were standing next to 
the corporate headquarters. 
Across the street was the 
tomato cannery and adja- 
cent, the oil production 
plant.

Mrs. Ward Ends 
Unique Role 


A teaching career spann- 
ing 45 years will end this 
month when Violet Ward 
leaves the Placentia Unified 
School District and returns 
to her birth place in Platte, 
South Dakota. 

The retiring teacher, has 
been in Placentia since 
1961, is the district’s home 
teacher in charge of 
providing instruction for 
students unable to attend 
school because of illness or 
injury. 

‘‘A home teacher works 
with children in all grades, 
from kindergarten through 
twelfth grade,’’ Mrs. Ward 
explained. ‘‘I have all the 
credentials, dating back to 
the years when I collected 
them so I could get a 
contract somewhere.” 

Included in her ‘‘collec- 
tion’’ are credentials quali- 
fying her to teach at all 
levels from kindergarten 
threugh adult schools, 
counseling and classes for 
mentally retarded children. 

She began her career 
teaching in a one-room 
country school in South 
Dakota, after completing 
two years at the state 
college, all that was 
necessary for an elementary 
teaching credential. Four 
years later, she returned to 
college to earn her A.B. 


wasn't too easy,’’ she 
explained, noting that she 
substituted in a year and a 
half and taught citizenship 
and English for the foreign 
born in night school. 

By 1961 she had moved 
her family to Orange 
County and began teaching 
Educable Mentally Retard- 
ed classes at Valencia High 
School in Placentia, where 
she worked until moving 
into the home teaching 
position in 1973. 

“I liked teaching at 
Valencia,’’ she said. ‘‘The 
children in my _ classses 
were not problem children, 
just slow learners.”’ 

“IT set certain expecta- 
tions for them and then 
tried to help them reach 
those expectations,’ she 
explained. ‘‘It was always 
amazing to me to _ see 
how much they change from 
ninth to twelfth grades. 
They collect their exper- 
iences from the past and 
suddenly start using 
them.”’
